Admiral Given Unstinted Praise 
for Reaching Santiago de Cuba, 


CONSIDERED GREAT VICTORY 


Hew Minister of Marine Wires Congrau- 
HE IS COMPARED WITH NELSON 


Members of the New Cabinet Appear 
in the Senate in Full Uniform 
and Discuss the Situation. 

A Vigorous Policy 
Promised. 


Madrid, May 20.—Captain Aunon, minister 
of marine, has received a dispatch from 
Admiral Cervera, in command of the Cape 
Verde squadron of the Spanish fleet. It 
read: 

‘Santiago de Cuba, May 19.—This morn- 
ing I have without incident entered this 
port accompanied by the squadron. 

“CERVERA.” 

The minister of marine immediately went 
to the residence of the premter, Senor Sa- 
gasta, and communicated this information. 
He then proceeded to the palace for :he 
purpose of informing the queen regent, but 
her majesty had already retired and the 
news was conveyed to her by the Jnfanta 
Isabel. 

Captain Aunon then went to the admiral- 
ty and cabled his congratulations to Ad- 
miral Cervera on his arrival at Santiago de 
Cuba, 


Admiral Cervera’s dispatch contained fur- 
ther details for the information of the gov- 
ernment alone. It is pointed out here that 
the American plan was to get command of 
the sea as a condition to future tmove- 
ments. Admiral Cervera’s brilliant move— 
reminding one of Lord Nelson's race from 
the West Indies to Trafalgar and@ his esca.e 
from the French—deprives America of the 
command of the seas and demonstrates to 
the world that the biockade of Cuba is 
merely nominal. 

Admiral Cervera has given the slip to 
two powerful fleets that have been scouring 
the ocean for a fortnight in an endeavor to 
catch him. All the American schemes ¢ce- 
pended thereon. Admiral Cervera, ‘vith 
four cruisers and a few destroyers, alone 
in the Atlantic, ignoring events in Cuba 
and in Porto Rico and the position of the 
American squadron, hag outmaneuvered, 
disorganized and ~ dispersed the  Iatter, 
making the Americans believe they were 
threatened on every side. 

The torpedo boats Azore, Rayo and Ariete 
steamed from the Cape Verde islands to 
the Canaries with the utmost precaution, 
hugging the coast by day and covering 
their Nghts by night. 

The Artete, slightly damaged, was towed 
by the Ciuad de Cadiz, and the transports 
carried the smaller boats of the Viscaya, 
the Almirante Oquendo, the Cristobal Colon 
and the Infanta Maria Teresa, probably 
in order that these vessels might be kept 
cleared in view of possible battle.

Key West, May 20.—The prologue has been 
spoken and the curtain is about to rise 
on the first act of the drama. This is the 
unwavering opinion of naval men here. 
Dewey’s brilliant achievement at Manilla 
is regarded as a separate episode. San 
Juan is already a memory; and the spo- 
radic encounters along the Cuban coast 
are accepted as merely preliminary skir- 
mishes, tentative rather than decisive. 

The meeting of two great hostile deets 
is the pivot upon which the situation 
lurns, and that a few days, perhaps, will 
bring them together is the universal view 
here at the base of operations. 

This view is confirmed by the news that 
Admiral-Cervera’s squadron has reached 
Santiago de Cuba.

He mainiaiaed, nowever, that absolutely no 
necessity existed for plunging the country 
into a great bonded debt on account of the 


existing war. He was unwilling, he said, 


to mortgage posterity, to burden future 
generations with a debt, the example of 
which would be a culistant temptation to 
extravagance. 

(Mr. Daniel eited the fact that not a land 
Dattle had been fought in the present war, 
yet congress was asked to issue an enor- 
mous amount of bonds. 

Mr. Daniel renéwed at considerable length 
the financial transactions of the United 
States government during the civil war. 
If the proposed issue of bonds were for the 
purpose of effect upon Spain and the de- 
sired effect were assured, then he was will- 
ing that any amount should be issued. 

“But,"’ sald he, “if ain was not con- 
vinced at Manila that the country was in 
earnest In this war, Sampson and Schley 
and Miles and their lieutenants have some 
arguments to submit to her that will prove 
to be even more certain of conviction than 
any issue of bonds could be.” . 

Mr. Daniels maintained that the authori- 
ties of the house bill had protected the 
wealth- and taxed the poverty of the coun- 
try. They had shown that they had a 
poor opinion of thelr own generation by 
shuffling the debt of the war upon the next. 
This would not, in his opinion, meet the 
approval of the people. Mr. Daniels said 
the stamp tax was the most odious and 
pestiferous tax invented by man. It was 
a tax which must be paid daily, and the 
fear of possible prosecution would haunt 
continually every person liable to it. 


Should Tax Corporations, 

The corporations, he thought, ought to be 
Willine to be taxed their share of the bur- 
dens imposed by the war, as many would 
receive great sims of money from the g€ov- 
ernment itself on contracts for war sup- 
plies.

Upon the completion of the reading of 
the bill, Mr. Aldrich offered the bond pfro- 
vision and the provision authorizing certifi- 
cates of indebtedness as substitutes for the 
sections of the bill reported by the major- 
ity of the committee providing for the coin- 
age of the silver seigniorage, the issue of 
silver certificates and the issue of United 
States notes. 

The bill was then laid aside and the sen- 
ate adjourned until Monday. 


CHARLESTON WILL START AGAIN 


Day and Night Work Puts the Cruiser 
Ready for Sea. 

Vallejo, Cai., May 20.—A number ef ma- 
chinists from the Mare island navy yard 
are working night and day upon the con- 
denser tubes of the Charleston, and as the 
defects proved, upon further investigation, 
to be much less: serious than were antici- 
pated before ner return to the vard, it is 
very probable that she will sail afresh upcn 
,her long run to the Philippine islands with- 
in thirty-six hours. 

The return of the cruiser naturally occa- 
sioned a good deal of comment at Vallejo, 
and also ridiculous rumors were circulated 
as to the cause of her having put Lack. 
They were, hoWever, without foundation, 
the sole cause of the delay being that al- 
though a test had been made in the yard 
before the Charleston sailed, s»me of the 
tubes, owing to defects in the material cf 
which they were constructed, were unabie 
to stand the strain of the run to Red Rock 
and the subsequent maneuvers, and while 
swinging for the purpose of adjusting com- 
passes, sprung leaks. 

At the time the defects were Ciscovered 
their extent could not be ascertained, for 
the reason that there are 2,094 tubes in the 
two condensers, and the exact location of 
the leak necessitated taking apart the 
whole combination. The gossip to the ef- 
fect that the damage to the Charleston 
was the result of design, and that a mem- 
ber of the crew was suspected, is denounc- 
ed by Captain Glass as absolutely un-

Washington, May 3.—At 10:30 o’clock to- 
night it was announced at the adjutant 
general’s office that 114,009 volunteers had 
been mustered into the United States army, 
It is expected that from now until the re- 
mainder of the 126,000 men called for have 
been mustered, the work will proceed very 
slowly. It is problematical whether the 
government will await the slow notions 
of some of the states. The probability is 
that if the mustering of the required quota 
is not completed by the first of next week 
the call, so far as t delinquent states 
are concerned, will be canceled and volun- 

teers will be accepted from other states. 

Telegrams were received from North 
Carolina this evening indicating serious dif- 
ficulty in organizing the necessary troops 
in that state. Many of them are being re- 
jected by the examining board, and the 
mustering officer will have great difficulty 
in filling the state’s quota. 


TWENTY SPANIARDS KILLED. 


Captain Loyd Tells of the Bombard- 
ment of Porto Rico. 

New York, May 20.—The steamer Arca- 
dia, plying between New York and Porto 
Rico. arrived here today. She was in the 
harbor at San Juan two days after the re- 
cent bombardment by Rear Admiral Samp- 
son’s fleet.

Viee President Adlai E. Steven- 
inois, a grandson of North Car- 
the orator of the day. His 
speech was a splendid tribute to North 

Carviina’s record in the revofution aim the 
events that preceded it. He emphasized the 
fact that the Mecklenburg declaration was 
particularly notable, not so much cm ac- 
count of the act itself, as on account of 
the momentous events of which it was the 
forerunner. He referred to the fact that 
this state refused to adopt the constitution 
until a bill of rights was inserted, and how 
this had been largely instrumental in pre- 
serving to us our liberties. He referred 
to the reunited country shown so forcibly 
by the rally of all sections to the flag in 
the war for Cuban liberty. 

Ex-Vice President Stevenson was intro- 
duced by J. P. Caldwell, editor of The Ob- 
server, and made the principal speech of 
the occasion. Am extract relating to cur- 
rent events is as follows: 

“Standing upon this historic. spot, con- 
secrated by the dead heroes, we lift up our 
hearts in gratitude to God, that He has 
been pleased to vouchsafe to our fathers 
and to us such a country. The descendants

Let him be accounted the 
common enemy who, whatever the pretext, 
would weaken the cord that binds al the 
states and sections of our common country 
in fraternal union. Remembering that ‘our 
greatest interest is peace,’ yet we cannot 
close our eyes to the perils that may come 
‘from foreign jealousies and aggressions. 
Need I remind you that when dungers 
from abroad threaten party banners are 
furied, party names forgotten? lhecent 
events have but emphasized the words of 
Webster— Our politics go no further than 
the water’s edge. We study the things that 
make for peace, but must never forget 
that worse even than war, with all its hor- 
rors, is national dishonor.’ If object les- 
son has been needed that we are indeed 
one people, it is had in the glad response 
of every state in the union to jeclare War 
against the traditional enemy of liberty 
and humanity.

VOLUNTEERS PASS THROUGH 


Indiana and Ohio National Guard Are 
Moving South. 


GROWDS GREET THE SOLDIERS 


Western Men Show Good Appetites 
While Their Train Stops in 
the City. 


THE FIRST UNITED STA®ES VOLUN- 
teers to pass through the city en route to 
Tampa came here over the Southern and 
Western and Atlantic railroads early yes- 
terday morning. These were a part of the 
national guard of Indiana and Ohio and 
were a magnificent looking set of young 
men going to tiretront. 

A Michigan regiment passed through l26t 
night and more are expected to go through 
today. The three regiments which came 
into the city were composed of about 2,500 
men and several sections of trains were re- 
quired for each regiment. 

It is one of the largest movements of 
troops that has been carried through the 
city since thé war began and the men were 
in good spirits as the trains stopped here. 
This was one of the stations named as a 
point for feeding the men and horses and a 
longer stop was made than at other places. 

The men ate all that was in sight and 
clamored for more. Some of the trains 
came near the center of the city and every 
restaurant near the depot that could be 
reached by the men was cleared of all the 
breakfasts that had been prepared fcr 
early rising Atlantians. 

The Tunch counters did a land office bus!- 
ness and reaped the shekels that have been 
distributed from Uncle Sam’s coffers. The 
horses traveling with the men were also 
fed. The soldiers left the citY with pleas- 
ant memories and satisfied appetites. 

The troops that came through last night 
were sleepy and did not seem inclined to 
make their presence known. They were 
quiet and many of them were enjoying the 
good sleep that some of them said they so 
much needed, 


“The troops in the morning were boister- } 


ous. For many blocks around the railroad 
tracks the men could be heard yelling and 
many people wondered what the unusual 
noise meant at such an hour. 

The men were fully equipped and armed 
and made the most soldier-like appearance 
that has yet been seen. The Thirty-second 
regiment from Michigan was probably the 
largest and required three se¢tions to carry 
the men. The manner of numbering the 
regiments that come from the northern and 
western states is considered a ‘very unique 
one. 

The first regiment that is formed takes 
the number after the number of the iast 
regiment that went into the civil war from 
that state. The Thirty-second regiment 
from Michigan has chosen the number 
Thirty-se@ond because the last regiment 
sent out during the civil war from that 


state was humbered the Thirty-first. 

There is now one regiment at Chicka - 
ga which is known as the One Hundredth 
and Thirty-eighth LIilinols regiment. It & 
really the Third IlMnois regiment, but is 
allowed to call itself the One Hu 
and Thirty-elghth regiment because that 
state sent 137 regiments into the civil war.

The Spanish Fleet. 

The fact thet the Spanish fleet has 
been able to elude the vigilance of the 
American admirals, and make its way 
into Santiago, emphasizes the impor- 
tance of occupying Cuba at once. 

Perhaps the most unfortunate thing 
connected with the present war is the 
existence of the so-called “‘war 
board.” A war board is an _ insti- 
tution composed of a number of bu- 
reau officers who eget together in 
a well ventilated room, supplied with 
books and pictures, and make an effort 
to fight the battles which should be left 
to the admirals at sea or to the generals 
on land. It was fortunate for Admiral 
Dewey that after he sailed from llong 
Kong there was no way to reach him by 
telegraph save from Spanish sources at 
Manila. This insured his safety from 
the whims of the war board, and the re- 
sult was that, when the American fleet 
commanded by a man who understood 
his business, proceeded to destroy the 
Spanish fleet, it was entirely successful. 

With Rear Admiral Sampson and Com- 
modore Schley, the case has been differ- 
ent. These officers have been at all 
times *vithin call of either the telegraph 
or a dispatch boat, with the consequence 
that their movements have been hamp- 
ered and their resources squandered in 
following out the whims of a few bureau 
officers, who had no means of knowing 
what was best to be done, certainly not 
as good as those which were within the 
knowledge of the men on the fleet. 

Now that we have had a sufficiency of 
war board play, it is to be hoped that 
Admiral Sampson, Commodore Schley 
and General Miles will be permitted to 
move forward in the duties for which 
they have been trained by the govern- 
ment, leaving the politicians in Wash- 
ington to attend to the little office-filling 
squabbles of that city. The emergency 
has grown serious. A war which should } 
have been concluded in six weeks should 
not be extended into six months, nor six 
years, in order that a bigger bond debt 
may be piled up. 

The Constitution has no disposition to 
criticise the president and his advisers, 
but it cannot be Dlind to the fact that 
there has been too much negotiating and 
reconsidering going on at Washington 
to the disgust of the officers in the field 
who were only anxious to get to work.

New England’s Cotton Industry. 

The labor committee of the Massachu- 
setts legislature, which has been en- 
gaged in investigating the depression in 
cotton manufacturing in that state, has 
made its report. We have read the doc- 
ument very carefully, and the most strik- 


ing thing is its perfunctory character. 
‘It seems to have been prepared because 


something of the sort was expected, and 
not because the members of the commit- 
tee take any real interest in the matter. 
We say the report has this air of indif- 
ference, as if the committee were dread- 
fully bored by the subject in hand; and 
yet the suggestion may do injustice to 
the spirit and purpose of some very wor- 
thy and earnest men. 

But there is nothing new in the re- 
port, no fact on which the mind can 
seize as a fresh contribution to the dis- 
cussion. The old statements are made, 
the old conclusions drawn and the 
old assertions and assumptions are 
brought forth on parade. It is much as 
if the village band had seated itself on 
the tavern piazza for the 999th time to 
play its collection of spiritless tunes, be- 
ginning with “Barbara Allen,” and con- 
cluding with “The Yellow Rose of 
Texas.” 

We find here reiterated in a parrot-like 
way the old statement that wages in the 
south are “‘much less” than in Massachu- 
setts—day labor (in the mills) 33 per 
cent less, and piece prices are from 28 to 
42 per cent less. These are the figures 
given out months and months ago, be. 
fore the last reduction of wages was 
made in New England, from which we 
are compelled to infer either that re- 
duction does not reduce in New England, 
or that the committee did not care to re- 
vise figures that fave come to possess 
that immemorial signifigance that gives 
comfort to the mind, 

Nor are we told whether the wages 
which are so much superior to those 
paid in the south are nominal or real. 
Numbers of operatives at New Bedford 
and other mill towns in New England 
assured our staff correspondent, when 
the strike was in operation, that the 
nominal wages paid in New England 
bear no just relation to the wages ac- 
tually earned by the operatives. In- 
deed. they showed that, by means of an 
ingenious system of fines, mulcting and 
deductions, the wages in New England 
were, even before the reduction, actually 
less than those paid in the south. The 
evidence was carefully laid before our 
correspondent, and in turn, laid before 
the republic, and the truth of it has 
been admitted both directly and casual- 
ly by those who are familiar with the 
New England factory system. 

But the evidence was really unneces- 
sary.. The first week of the strike at 
New Bedford found the operatives in a 
half-famished condition, fighting, seuf- 
fling and screaming over the contribu- 
tions for their support that had been 
made by the trades unions and public 
charity. The scenes enacted when food 
was distributed constitute an object les- 
son which no doubt appealed powerfully 
to the New England conscience; and, in 
fact, the pulpits that were not mortgaged 
to money and monopoly did speak out 
in no uncertain tones. 

Beyond all question the spectacle of 
these New England operatives fighting 
over tubs of haddock is inconsistent with 

the assertion That southern operatives 
receive from 28 to 42 per cent leas wages 
than those of New England. Those who 
make the » it sahara 
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cheated by some trick of ptatiation by 
some juggie of figures, 

The committee states that “it is agreed 
on all sides that the national congress 
should fix the hours of labor and, in gen- 
eral, control labor legislation, so that 
there may be uniformity in all the 
states.” Therefore, the matter is left 
“with our congressmen, who are fully 
advised of the questions at issue, and 
the rights and interests involved.” 

The rights and interests involved! Be- 
hold the spectacle of Massachusetts urg- 
ing an amendment to the federal con- 
stitution to compel all the states to 
conform to her views about hours of 
labor, and in order that she may con- 
tittue to carry on cotton manufacturing 
at.a profit in the face of the dispensa- 
tions of Providence! It is as character- 
istic as it is funny. Congress is to be 
asked to arrange the preliminaries by 
which it may take charge of all the pro- 
ductive industries of tlhe cpuntry to the 
end that Massachusetts may profit. 

The absurdity of the scheme is em- 
phasized by the fact that nobody in Mas- 
sachusetts has yet taken the trouble to 
consider whether, after this great power 
had been given to congress, 
thereupon proceed to move and act as 
Massachusetts desires . or whether it 
would not use this power in behalf of 
some combination of states, influences 
and interests opposed to the main pur- 
poses of ‘Massachusetts. The truth is, 
no sensible man in Massachusetts ex- 
pects or desires such a radical departure 
from our scheme of government.

Russia and the United States. 

While it is well known that Russia 
sympathizes with the United States in 
the present crisis, it is interesting to 
note the exact language which the czar’s 
personal organ employs in discussing the 
situation. 

We do not undertake to pronounce the 
name of this newspaper, which is known 
as The St. Petersburg Rirshevyie Vie- 
domosti, but we cheerfully print it for 
the benefit of our readers. Going back 
to the past century, this newspaper 
states that Russia’s friendship for the 
United States began in 1776, when the 
declaration of American independence 
awoke the most cordial response in the 
court of Empress Catharine IT. “This 
tendency subsequently became still more 
pronounced,” continues the czar’s per- 
sonal organ, “when Russia,.in 1867, sold 
her Alaskan colony to the United States. 
Knowing how deep the roots of the Mon- 
roe doctrine have struck in the country 
of Franklin and Washington, Russia has 
ever been anxious to remove every cause 
which might lead to the overthrow of 
this doctrine, and every possibility of 
any difference. Well is it known that 
the purchase price paid for it was insig. 
nificant because even then Alaska was 
looked upon as the center in which at 
some future time the interests of Rus- 
sia and the United States might clash 
with each other. Since then the friend. 
ly relations between ourselves and the 
great trans-Atlantic. power have not 
ceased. On the contrary, they have 
grown and become stronger: and when, 


not long ago, there appeared in Russia’ 


the gaunt famine of hunger, who was the 
first voluntary giver answering the call 
of our distress? The United States.”’ 
There can be no doubt of the profound- 
ly cordial spirit which the foregoing lan- 
guage breathes. 

But the czar’s official organ proceeds 
to show why it is greatly to Russia’s in- 
terest to cultivate the friendship of the 
United States. Says this newspaper 
further: “Let us be candid. Our re- 
lations with England must inevitably 
end in war. This war may not come 
tomorrow, nor after a month, nor even 
after a year, but it must come. The 
eternal antagonism of English and Rus- 
sian interests proclaims it. Show us 
the nook in which Russia could tender 
England the hand of fellowship without 
hiding in the other hand behind its back 
the murderous dagger? Russia advances 
toward the Pamirs. England does the 
same. Russia endeavors to extend her 
influence into Afghanistan. England 
sets to work the springs of her immense 
such in- 
fluence. Russia occupies Port Arthur. 
England installs herself at Wei-Hai- Wel. 
When this war once starts, what im- 


-mense help the ports of the United States 


will be to Russia.” We might quote 
still further from this extraordinary argu- 
ment, but we have quoted enough from it 
to show that while the friendship of 
Russia for this country is undoubtedly 
sincere, it is not without the strong taint 
of self-interest. 

While the United States undoubtedly 
feels kindly toward Russia, it may be 
gravely questioned if. in spite of the 
marked testimonials of friendship which 
she has received from that power in 
times past, she could possibly see her 
way clear to aid Russia to the detri- 
ment of England. Blood is thicker than 
water; and Russia may yet realize the 
truth of this adage in its application to 
her cherished project. 


Suffrage in Mississippi. 

The supreme court of the United 
States has just affirmed the validity: of 
that part of the new constitution of Mis- 
sissippi which denies the privilege of suf- 
frage to those who cannot read the con- 
stitution or understand it when read to 
them and those who have not paid a poll 
tax. 

Picking the fact of this decision out 
of the confusion of war, The Evening 
Post, of New York, proceeds to comment 
upon it. We are sometimes edified by 
what we find on the editorial page of 
our contemporary, and occasionally 
amused, but now we imust confess to 
some degree of amazement. The Even- 
ing Post comments are animated appar- 
ently by a feeling of wonder that a su- 
preme court composed mainly of repub- 
licans should indorse what Editor God- 
kin calls “the practical disfranchisement 
of a race.” 

But if the supreme court were empow- 
ered to look into motives and examine 
intentions, what would become of the 
provisions of those state constitutions 
at the east, west and north which dis- 
franchise voters because they are poor 
or ignorant. The Mississippi inhibition 
applies solely to ignorance. It provides 
that a voter, to be qualified, must be 
able to read the.constitution or to un- 
derstand it when read to him; and what- 
ever may have been the intentions of its 
framers, the disqualification is not ap- 
plied on account of race, color or pre- 
vious condition of servitude. The white 
man who cannot read the constitution 
or understand it is not allowed to vote 
in Mississippi. 

The fact that such a decision has not 
been arrived at long ago is because the 
question has never been brought before 
the supreme court. Once there, the af- 
firmation of the constitutionality of the 


disfranchising clause was, in the very 
oregone coriclusion. | 


metern Of a 
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it would

the state has merely put im operation 
the inherent right to protect itself 
against ignorance. A race is not dis- 
f=unchised, because many, negroes can 
vote under the provision, while many 
whites cannot. [It is not a permanent 
denial of the ballot to any class or race, 
because it sets up an incentive to edu- 
cation among those to whom suffrage is 
denied. 

Therefore temporary disfranchisement 
is not disfranchisement in fact, but only 
a means of development. The whites 


employ it with regard to themselves in 


a@ very sweeping way. ‘Thus young meu 
are not allowed to vote until they are 
twenty-one, though the vast majority 
are no better qualified at that age than 
they are at seventeen. 

And there are other rules and regula- 
tions which do not attract the attention 
of The Evening Post, or are regarded 
by the editor as a matter of course. 
Thus in Georgia, the whites (and the 
blacks) are not allowed to vote unless 
they are registered, and they cannot 
register if they have not paid their state 
and county taxes, including the poll tax, 
for the year previous to the datesf the 
election. The educational and property 
qualifications were in vogue in many (if 
not most) of the states before negro suf- 
frage was dreamed of. 

Under the federal constitution as it 
stands today both whites and blacks 
may be lawfully and legitimately de- 
nied the privilege of the ballot for al- 
most any reason save that of race, color, 
or previous condition of servitude. 

The condition imposed by congress on 
Mississippi when that state was read- 
mitted to the union—namely, that its 
state constitution “should never be sc 
amended or changed as to deprive any 
citizen or class of citizens of the United 
States of the right to vote who are enti- 
tled to vote under the constitution here- 
in recognized’’—was not worth the paper 
it was written on. It was neither law 
nor logic, nor reason. 
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General Scott’s Invasion. 

Since it is wholly uncertain when the 
long-expected engagement will occur be- 
tween the rival fleets of Spain and the 
United States, it behooves us to lose no 
time in landing our troops in Cuba. To 
contend that our troops are not in proper 
trim for making the invasion is absurd. 
If they are not, Wien will they become 
so? While we are hesitating on: this 
point we might revert with profit to that 
brilliant chapter in our. history which 
records the signal achievement of Gener- 
al Winfield Scott at Vera Cruz. 

In the spring of 1847 this distinguished 
soldier having been directed to proceed 
at once against Vera Cruz, started from 
New Orleans with some 12,000 men, con- 
sisting mainly of inexperienced volun- 
teers furnished by the different states. 
On reaching Vera Cruz General Scott 
found it strongly fortified with men and 
guns. We might say in this connection 
that Vera Cruz sustained to; Mexico the 
same approximate relationship, being its 
chief port of entry, which Havana today 
sustains to Cuba. Its stronghold, the 
castle of San Juan de Ulloa, was reck- 
oned as invincible imthat day, as the fa- 
mous Morro castle is in “this day. But 
General Scott never wavered in the 
slightest’ from executing the govern- 
ment’s commands. 

Without. much resistance he landed his 
army in due course of time upon the 
island immediately in front of Vera 
Cruz. Several days were occupied in 
removing his big mortars, but as soon 
as the fullness of time arrived for him 
to give directions to fire upon the castle 
there immediately commenced such a din 
of cannonading as was never before 
heard in that quarter. Within the space 
of four days not less than 7,000 projec- 
tiles were hurled against the castle, Un- 


‘able to stand this terrible assault, the 
‘castle finally surrendered with its entire 


garrison of 15,000 men. This was soon 
followed by the surrender of Vera Cruz 
itself. Finding himself the master of 
the situation General Scott at once com- 
menced his celebrated march upon the 
capital. En route to this objective point 
he was compelled to fight several hard 
battles with the Mexigans under General 
Santa Anna, but eventually success 
perched upon his arms, and he was soon 
enabled to plant the stars and stripes 
upon the walls of Mexico. This result 
was brought about through vigorous 
tactics. If the lame policy of hesitatio.s 
had been exercised it would undoubtedly 
have ended in the failure of our cause in 
Mexico. In times of war the leisurely 
gait of peace should be abandoned; and 
for the sake of mercy, as well as for the 
sake of victory, prompt ‘and effective 
measures should be taken. 

Of course we do not mean to argue

A Suggestion from Abroad. 

Our British friends are still gazing 
with beaming eyes on the hope, be it 
faint or brilliant, that Unele Sam, in 
view of the fact that he suddenly finds 
himself in possession of the Philippines, 
will tighten his grip there and finally 
stow away the whole group in one of his 
capacious pockets. 

The London Spectator, indeed, throws 
out a suggestion which, at bottom, is 
not without. its special and particular 
attraction. It says, in brief, that there 
is nothing to prevent the Americans from 
utilizing as instruments of occupation 
the colored citizens, who, as they now 
stand, constitute something of a problem. 

The Spectator evidently proceeds on 
the idea that the negro question is a 
problem national in its scope and dimen- 
sions, and such is the fact, as The Con. 
stitution was pleased to inform its friends 
and the public generally as far back as 
the year 1877. The fact that the in- 
formation made no impression and cre- 
ated no remark did. not at all interfere 
with its accuracy and importance, The 
fact that the negro question has been stu- 
diously referred to as a southern prob- 
lem for many years does not strip it of 
a single feature of its national aspect. 

It may be said, therefore, in all candor 
and truth, that The London Spectator, 
either by accident or design, has placed 
its finger on the one raw and tender spot 
of American experience; the one “result” 
of the civil war that has not yet been 
definitely settled or adjusted. The Spec- 
tator’s suggestion is a very interesting

The Brooklyn Times . is exceedingly caus- 
tic in dealing with the transgressions of 
the Spanish butcher, declaring that Nero 
failed to approximate in barbarity the 
record of shame which Weyler made for 
himself in Cuba, Says The Brooklyn Times: 

Of the two men Nero was the most hu- 
mane. For when he hurled @hristians to 
the lions and other wild beasts, he hurled 
them to almost instant death. When he 
nailed them upon crosses and burned 
them, their agonies were fearful, it is 
true, but they were soon over. When Wey- 
ler ordered the coneentrados to reconcen- 
trate Within the Cuban cities, the consigned 
hundreds of thousands to the slowly or- 
turing agony of starvation. Mothers saw 
‘their children fade away to skeletons, 
Or morse terrible still. died themselves, leav- 
ing their little one to longer sufferings. 
Old men and old women dragged a miser- 
able life, day by day, until they dropped 
exhausted—never to rise. The young men 
and the fathers were in the field with Go- 
mez. No aid could they bring to their dear 
ones who were perishing for want of the 
food which Weyler would not let them 
plant and reap. Nero's barbarity had the 
splendor of pomp about it, and it was soon 
over. Weyler’s brutality was slow, tor- 
‘turing, agonizing and devilish. ‘Weyler 
showed himself to be the greater brute of 
the two. 


The Confederate Veteran, edited by Mr. 
S. A. Cunningham, of Nashville, contains 
in its last issue some interesting figures 
bearing upon the fatalities of .war. We 
quote some of them in this connection: 
The civil war cost 303,000 lives. Of this 
number $8,089 were slain in battle, the vast 
army which succumbed ‘to disease was 
no less than 184,331; while the remaining 
20,000 or so died of wounds received. At 
the battle of Waterloo 51,000 men were 
killed or disabled. There were 145.0 sol- 
diers in that great struggle and it is es- 
timated that one man was either killed or 
disabled for every 400 shots fired, counting 
both the artillery and rifle shots. In the 
Crimean war 95,615 lives were’ sacrificed; 
and in Borodino, when the French ard 
78,000 men were left dead 
on the battlefield. There were 250,000 troops 
in combat in that engagement. Of the %,- 
615 men who perished in the Crimea, 380,000 
were Turks and Russians. Since the birth 
of Christ 4,000,000,000 men have been siain 
in batth. At Canea, where the Romans 
suffered the worst defeat in their his‘ory, 
it is — that 52,000 of their soldiers were 
slain. The Roman army in this battle con- 
Sisted of 146,000 men, the picked brawn and 
sinew of the empire. In the Franco-Prus- 
sian war 77.000 Frenchmen were killed. The 
Germans fired 30,000,000 rifle shots and 363,- 
000 artillery discharges. In none of the 
battles mentioned was dynamite used. 
Only recently has the use of dynamite in 
land warfare been considered safe for the 
army using it. Men who have studied the 
mortality statistics of the past shudder 
at the thought of what may be in store 
in the wars that are to come. Civilized 
nations shrink from the dynamite idea in 

warfare. The fearful explosive has been 
used in Cuba, but ony by the insurgents.

Six Companies of the Regiment Go 
via Southern Railway and the 
Other Half Over the Central. 
Busy Scenes at Camp 
Northen. 
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THE SECOND RBGIMENT UNITED 
States volunteers of Georgia slept on their 
arms last night and at daybreak the work 
of loading the four long trains standing on 
the sidetrack begun. 

Between daylight and noon the trains 
will be loaded and at noon the entire regi- 
ment of twelve companies will begin the 
trip to Tampa. ' 

Yesterday was one of the busiest days of 
the camp for the Second regiment. All day 
wagons rumbled through the camp, carry- 
’ ing supplies, guns and camp equipments. 
we: | The men were awake early and before the 
gun was well up they were on the parade 
ground stepping at aryfast pace across the 
jevel tract of land, handling their guns 
with prompt deciston. 

Last night the men were ready for the de. 
parture, save for the loading of the trains, 
which will consume several hours this 
morning. Yesterday afternoon forty empty 
cars were placed on the sidetrack at Camp 
Northen, These will be required to carry 
the soldiers and their equipments. 

One-half of the regiment will be carried 
ifrom Griffin by the Southern, under com- 
mand of Lieutenant Colone] Garrard; the 
other half will go yia the Central, under 
command of Colonel Brown.

Prisoners Departure Is. Guarded With 
Strictest Secrecy. 


NO QUESTIONS ARE ANSWERED 


Officers at the Fort Decline To Give 
Out Any Information. 


ONLY TWO GUARDS Wiki 60 DOWN 


Colonel Cortijo and Surgeon Julian 
Are Yet in Ignorance of the Con- 
templated Exchange, 


COLONEL CORTIJO AND SURGEON 
Julian, Spanfsh prisoners held ait Fort 
McPherson, have probably spent their last 
night at the fort, for this morning they 
will doubtless be led from the prison cell 
and accompanied by two guards, will be 
placed aboard the early Central train and 
hurried to Tampa, and then to Havana, 
where are to be exchanged for tthe two 
American newspaper correspondents row 
in Morro castle. 

If this is the programme, nothing has 
been officially announced by the army 
officers at the fort. The departure of the 
Dons has been guarded with the greatest 
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to say not a word of the plans of the gov- 
ernment. 

The trip to Tampa will be made ag se- 
cretly as possible and to avoid any ro- 
toriety the railroad has not been informed 
of the train on which the Dons and their 
guard will travel. The Dons will not be 
handcuffed and in order to aftract as lit- 
We attention as possible, they will be 
accompanted by only one guard each. They 
will travel on the customary ticket, paying 
3 cents a mile the entire distance. 

Every posible effort will be made to 
conceal the identity of the men and the 
purpose of their mission. They will prob- 
ably ride in the smoking car and as they 
will not be handcuffed or in chains, the 
average passenger will 'not know that 
prisoners of war are aboard. 

The remaining eighteen prisoners will 
be kept in ignorance of the fate of their 
more fortunate superior officers. They 
will not know, it is said at the fort, 
whether they have been led to execution; 
whether they have escaped, or what has 
become of them.-The eighteen will be fed 
daily, given a bath when needed and car- 
ried to the fort barber shop, as though 
nothing had happened.

UDGE SPENCER RR. ATKINSON 
J spoke for two hours last night to 4(vJ 
reople at the Columbia theater, telling 
them why he should be nominated by the 
democratic party for governor of Georgia. 
The membership of 1,00 claimed for the 
Atkinson club turned out only 40 strong, 
but the judge’s audience was attentive and 
there were frequent ripples of laughter 
and applause. 

It was Judge Atkinson’s maidem speech 
before an audience in Atlanta, and while 
h's friends must have been disappointed in 
the size of the audience, his hearers vere 
interested by him and the greater part of 
them remained to hear him through, a com- 


pliment which Atlanta audiences do not 


pay every political speuker. 

There has never been any doubt about 
how Fulton county would go in the primary 
except in the minds possibly of a few »ver- 
enthus‘astic supporters of Atkinson. Even 
these must have recognized the truth lest 
night. 

Judge Atkinson was rather grave in his 
opening, but when he broke away from dis- 
cussing state the war and 
home rule, he strvck on a lighter, and to the 
majority of his listeners, a happier vein. He 
had fun at the expense of Berner and Can- 
dier, but there were few if any Bernerites 
there to hear him. All that he raid was 
in good spirit and the Candler men took 
no offense. The judge seemed to be en- 
joying it and he was not taking votes from 
Candler, so the latter’s supporters, a num- 
ber of whom were present, did not take 
what he said to heart. In the main, it was 
the same speech which the judge has been 
delivering throughout the campaign. He 
attributed Colonel Candler’s candidacy to 
The Constitution, the railroads and the 
“leading democrats of each county _ywho 
mold public sentiment in the'r respective 
communities. ’*’ Senator Berner, he said, 
just dropped into the race I'ke an ¢erolite 
from space.

Berner’s appearance 
Was a surprise to the general »oublic and 
to Colonel Candler, but I knew Bob better 
than they did and I suspected he would 
get in it, he said. 

Neither Candler nor Berner would make a 
desirable governor, the judge continued, 
because while they realize that tt.c country 
is in a bad way on account of high taxes, 
they do not suggest amy practicable way to 
reduce the taxes. The judge, though, would 
bring out more personal property ard nake 
it pay. He would tax bonds, stocks and

Diocesan Convention. 


WARM DISCUSSION OVER IT 


Charge of an Atlanta Delegate Brings 
Rectors to Their Feet. 


DENYING THAT THEY DICTATE TO MEMBERS 


Assessment Question Also Brought on 
a Lively Debate—Adjournment 
of the Convention. 


Savannah, Ga., May 20.—(Special.)—The 
seventy-sixth annual diocesan convention 
of the Episcopal church of Georgia finished 
its work at 11 o'clock tonight and adjourn- 
ed sine die. The same delegates will be 
called together again at a time and place 
to be designated by Bishop Nelson, for the 
purpose of passing upon the question of 
the division of the diocese after the matter 
has been submitted to the lay delegates 
of the different parishes. 

Many of the delegates left the city to- 
night, though a number remained for the 
purpose of attending the services incident 
to the reopening of Christ church on Sun- 
day morning. This convention has been 
one of the most important held by the 
diocese in years, The adoption of the new 
constitution and canons, and the subject of 
the division of the diocese, have been mat- 
ters altogether different and more far- 
reaching than any considered in years. 

Discussion Over Assessments. 

The basis of assessments for diocesan 
purposes brought on a pretty warm dis- 
cussicn at the morning session. The report 
of the finance committee was made by Mr. 
R. B. Bullock, of Atlanta, and the lay 
delegates, as well as the clergymen, took 
part in the discussion, many of them hold- 
ing that the assessment, putting. extra 
burdens on many of the parishes, were 
unwarranted, especially at the present 


time. 

Rev. Charles H. Strong believed the re- 
port as presented would work a great in- 
jury to many of the larger parishes, and 
moved that it be recommitted. 

Mr. Bullock said this would do no good, 
and Mr. S8trong’s motion was finally de- 
feated. 

Especial objection was made to the 4as- 
sessment on Christ church, which is $7,078, 
this church having just been rebuilt after 
destruction by fire. 

An amendment excluding interest, taxes 
and Sunday school expenses from the as- 
sessments was accepted. 

Amendments and suggestions «f amend- 
ments came in bewildering variety, until 
eventually the following res>lution proposed 
by Mr. Zs D. Harrison, of Atlanta, was 
adopted by a vote of 36 to 3: 

‘Resolved, That the report and recom- 
mendations’ made by the finance committee 
be approved-subject to such corrections of 
apportionments es in the opinion of the 
treasurer of the diocese may be equitable 
and just under the rules which have here- 
tofore governed parochial apportionments, 
said report to be binding as to the assess- 
ment for missionary purposes only in con- 
formity to the terms of the Cunningham 
resolution. 

‘“Rescived, That a committee of three 
be ap»vointed to reporc on thefirst day 
of the next convention an equitable basis 
of parochial apportionment for diocesan 
assessments.”’ 

The report of the finance committee 
shcwed a balance in the hands of the 
treasurer of the dioceses of $1,269.22. The 
amounts chargeable to the diocese during 
the current yeer were estimated as last 
year: Bishop’s salary, $4,000; clerical hire, 
$600; insurance premiums, $467; traveling 
expenses of bishop, $300. Total, $5,367. 


Election of Delegates. 


The election of, additioral delegates to 
the general convention in Washing- 
ton, in October. was anrounced at 
the afternoon session as follows: 
Rev. A. W. ~Knight, of Atlanta, 
the clerical delegate, and Colonel J. H. 
Estill, of Savannah, the lay delegate. Al- 
ternates were elected as follows: Revs. C. 
T. A. Pise, Robert White, W. J. Page, Wyl- 
lys Rede, Messrs. W. K. Miller, H. C. Cun- 
ningham, U. B. Harrold and James L. 
Foster. 

Under the new constitution, which went 
into effect immediately after the reading 
of the minutes this morning, a new officer 
known as chancellor of the diocese was 
elected. Charles A. Read, of Atlanta, was 
chosen to fill this office, and his duties will 
be to act as the Jlegal adviser of the 
diocese. During the last year the Georgia 
parishes contributed $510 to the University 
of the South, at Sewanee, as against 
$477.22 the year before. 

The committee made a plea for an ap- 
propriation this year from every parish. 

The committee on missions expressed 
great satisfaction at the result of the work 
for the year and the energetic efforts made 
by the bishop. The revised canons were 
then taken up and passed one by one. 

A section providing for the payment of 
mileage and the necessary expenses of the 
clergy attending the diocesan conventions 
was stricken out. ts 

There was much excitemént over a propo- 
sition by Mr. Frank H. Miller, of Augueta, 
for permission to allow non-communicants 
in the vestry to the extent of one-third of 
the vestry. He held that it was difficult to 
get vestries of “projer material in the 
smaller parishes. Several of the clergy 
warmly opposed this reversion tc the old 
system, saying the difficulties might be 
overcome py appointing non-communicants 
as advisers to the vestry. 

In the discussion Mr. C. A. Read, of At- 
lanta, stated that the rectors dictated who 
were to be elected vestrymen. 

This brought nearly every rector tresent 
to his feet and nearly every one ehouted at 
once and loud enough to be heard some dis- 
tance outsiée the church: “‘Take it back! 
take it back!’’ put Mr. Read held his 
ground and insisted that his experience in

A motion by Mr. H. C. Cunningham that 
every self-supporting parish shal) elect 
one senior warden, one junior warcen, and 
not less than three nor more than eight 
vestrymen, was finally adopted. All these 
officers must be communicants of the 
church, 

Rev. J. L. Scully pointed ovt that the 
amendment destroyed the provision that 
the rectors should appoint their senior 
wardens. 

“Yes,” said Mr. Cunningham, “that was 
my deliberate object,’’ and he further pro- 
tested against the “insidious innovation” 
which the canon in question contempiated. 

At the meeting of the woman’s auxiliary 
Mrs. F. H. Miller, of Augusta, was elected 
diocesan secretary; Mrs. H. B. Alexander, 
of Augusta, treasurer, and the following 
were chosen secretaries of the archdeacon- 
ries: Miss Maria Harold, for Albany; for 
Atlanta, Mrs. Nellie Peters Black; for Au- 
gusta, Mrs. George G. McWhorter; for 
Macon, Mrs. Frederick F. Rees; for S8a- 
vannah, Miss Annie C. Johnson. 

The auxiliary appropriations of $300 for a 
Bible woman among the colored people 
and $900 for what is to be knawn as the 
“Bishop Elliot hall,’’ which will be a dorm- 
itory for the benefit of the girls attending 
the State Normal school at Milledgeville, 
were passed. 

Women Cannot Vote. 

At tonight’s session of the diocean con- 
vention two determined efforts were made 
in behalf of woman's rights. The idea was 
to give woman the equal right ta vote with 
men in the churcheth the matter of the 
election of vestrymen and other officers, as 
well as on other church gubjects. The 
idea was to eliminate not only distinctions 
of sex, but distinctions of age, 

The first of these propositions was voted 
down by a vote of 17 to ll, and the second 
was lost by a vote of 24 to 13. The propo- 
sition was not defeated, however, until 
after a long discussion, in which its advo- 
cates said some pretty sharp things. 

Twenty-seven of the new canons were 
adopted, leaving three to be voted on at 
the next convention, the most important 
of which relates to church discipline. 
That subject was not reached at this ses- 
sion. 

The canon which provided that a parish 
once having entered into the cathedral 
System, such as prevails in Atlanta, could 
not withdraw from it without the consent 
of the bishop, provoked, quite a warm dis-; 
cussion, Bishop Nelson stood up for it 
strongly. saying if necessary he would 
leave the chair and take the floor in de- 
fense of it. Rev. F. F. Reese, who was 
seconded by others, opposed this canon, 
saying that he did not believe in the irre- 
vocable veto of the episcopate. .The canon, 
however, was adopted by a good majority. 

The convention adjourned sine die. 


BADE THEIR PASTOR FAREWELL. 


Testimonial to Rev. Ed Cook, Bruns- 
wick’s Patriotic Pastor. 

Brunswick, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)—Ttie 
farewell service to Rev. E. F. Cook was at- 
tended tonight by over 500 people. The 
Methodist church, in which this service 
was held, could not hold the people. The 
Marine band gave Mr. Cook a parting 
serenade after the church service. 

The appointment of Rev. Ed F. Cook as 
chaplain of the First regiment removes 
from Brunswick and the south Georgia. 
conference one of its most beloved minis- 
ters. Mr. Cook is a young man with an ex- 
ceptionally creditable career in his chosen 
field. He was sent to Brunswick eight 
years ago to take the pastorate of McKen- 
dree church, at that time a mission branch 
of the First Methodist. Under his guid- 
ance McKendree grew until its member- 
ship equaled that of any Brunswick con- 
gregation and the four years’ term of the 
pastor ended with all expressing the most 
sincere regret that Methodist church rules 
necessitated his being changed. The impor- 
tance of Mr. Cook to the people of Bruns- 
wick had become so emphasized, however, 
that determined efforts were made to se- 
cure his assignment to the First Methodist 
church of this city. The conference yielded 
to the combined efforts of the two congre- 
gations and he was returned for another 
four years. The love for him was not dimin- 
ished during this last term, and his in- 
fluence has widened perceptibly. When the 
call for volunteers was issued these dis- 
patches told of Mr. Cook’s loyalty to his 
country. He was a private in the ranks 
and chaplain of the Brunswick Riflemen. 
Colonel Varnadoe, at that time command- 
ing the Fourth regiment, learned that Mr. 
Cook had volunteered with the company. 
He wrote him that it would be a pleasure 
to issue him an honorable discharge on ac- 
count of his pastoral duties. Mr. Cook re- 
plied that a discharge would not be ac- 
ceptable and he intended to go with the 
Riflemen. Colonel Varnadoe then gave in- 
structions not to enlist Mr. Cook. When 
this became known the brave young 
preacher thought no opportunity would 
present itself for him to go to the front, 
but this unexpected appointment now 
makes {ft possible for him to follow his in- 
clinations and administer spiritual consola- 
tion to the volunteers.

Every Feature of the Church Work 
Is Shown To Be in Most Ex- 
cellent Condition. 


New Orleans, La., May 20.—The Presbyte- 
rian assembly met again today, the retiring 
moderator, Dr. Goetchius, and the incoming 
moderator, Dr. Green, presiding in turn.

Secretary J. N. Craig read an interesting 
report on home missions, showing a total 
amount in hand during the year of $2,363.34 
and a balance on hand March $list of $13,053. 


committee on foreign missions. ‘The net 
receipts of the year were $146,070..7, or $2,- 
296.4 more than the largest received in. any 
previous year. The disbursements were 
$146,841.51, and the foreign missions therefore 
closes the year out of debt and with a 
small balance on hand, Nine new mission- 
aries were sent out during the year, going 
to China, Corea, Japan, Africa and Mexico. 
An overture was presented for a mission to 
Cuba and referred. 

An overture was also read from the pres- 
bytery of Lexington, Va., asking that of 
the $5,000 legacy of Miss Mary Baldwin for 
domestic missions, $1,000 be given io the 
presbytery of Lexington, $500 to the synod 
of Virginia and $3,500 to the general as- 
sembly. 

Wednesday, March 25th, was fixed as the 
date of an imposing celebration of the 
Lord's supper. Rev. Dr. B. M. Palmer haa 
been selected to preach. 

A special committee was appointed to 
consider the advisability of preparing a 
hymn book for Presbyterian churches. 

Invitations to meet in Atlanta and Lex- 
ington, Va., were received. 

Printing Committee Repurts. 

Rev. J. K. Hazen, D. D., of Richmond, 
Va., read the report of the printing ccom- 
mittee. The whole number of books and 
tracts published during the year in round 
numbers is 100,000. There has been a steady 
growth in the publication of Sunday school 
literature, the circulation of the two lead- 
ing papers almost trebling in the pust ten 
years. Ten thousand Bibles have been giv- 
en for the perfect recitation of the shorter 
catechism during the year and 192 testa- 
ments for the perfect recitation of the in- 
troduction to the shorter catechism. Five 
colporteurs have been at work during the 
year. The total receipts during the year 
were $40,113,40. 

Rev. Joseph H. Lmmpkin, of Memphis, 
presented the report of the executive com- 
mittee on education for the ministry. Rev. 
Mr. Lumpkin is the successor of Rev. E. M. 
Richardson, D. D., who died during the 
year. Candidates for the ministry at pres- 
ent, enrolled number, is 220. Of these 102 
are theological, 101 are collegiate and sev- 
enteen are academical. There are four 
seminaries and eight colleges. There has

Shall they aid young men who are mot at- 
tending Presbyterian institutions? 

Colored Presbyterians. 

Rev. A. L. Phillips, D. D., acting secre- 
tary of the executive committee on colored 
evangelization, reported for that committee 
that a conference with the colored Presby- 
terians in Birmingham recently held it was 
agreed that the colored Presbyterians 
should organize a separate church as soon 
as they were in a position to do so, and 
that they were now in such a position, end 
that a meeting of the colored ministers 
should be held in New Orleans during the 
meeting of th's assembly to conclude such 
work. Such a course, .it was thought, 
would tend greatly to increase and 
strengthen the Presbyterian church among 
the colored people. 

The night session was devoted to the 
seaman’'s bethel and work among sailors. 
Chaplain Steele announced that he was go- 
ing to Key West to open a bethel during 
the war, believing that great good could 
be done there. Dr. Palmer and Lieutenant 
Commaniier Wachams, of the navy, 4!so 
spoke of the importance of bethel work.

- BASEBALL SOUNDED 


Fans Will Not See Any More Games This 
Year in the South. 


ATLANTA TEAM WITHDRAWN 


Schedule Did Not Give It a Fair 
Chance for Pennant. 


BIRMINGHAM HAS ALSO WITHDRAWN 


Southern League Is Dead and Cannot 
Be Brought to Life Again 
This Year.

HE Atianta baseball club has with- 
drawn from the Southern league, and 
baseball is no mé@re. The fans will 
have to do without the national game for 
this year at least, for therc will not be any 
more professional baseball in Atlanta this 
season. The Atlanta team was willing to 
play the season out with anything like a 
fair show, but they claim that the new 
schedule did not give them this, and that 
it was made with that purpose in view. 
The Atlanta team was really the life of the 
league, and now that it has dropped out 
the league is a thing of the past. 

President ‘Moyers, of the Atlanta club, 
has furnished a letter for publication that 
explains the matter fully and shows the 
position that Atlanta was put in. 

It seems to be a matter of impossibility 
to get the right kind of men at the head 
of baseball in the south to make it a 
success. The Atlanta club was owned and 
managed by gentlemen who wanted to act 
fair and square, but they were in poor 
company with several of the other clubs, 
and it was next to an impossibility to get 
a fair deal. 

It seemed to be the purpose of every 
city in the league to do everything to hurt 
Atlanta except when they got in a tight 
place for money, and then they were willing 
enough to ask Atlanta's aid. It was a hope- 
less fight for Athanta, and rather than be in 
such a combine, it was thought best to 
dieband the club, 

The following letter from the Atlanta 
club shows their position: 

‘“Atianta, Ga., May 20, 1898.—Editor Const 
tution. My Dear Sir: I give you the vera- 
cious chronicle of the last days and untime- 
ly death of the Southern Baseball] League, 
and also the fruitless efforts to resurrect it. 

“On the 12th the Montgomery club dis- 
banded, owing guarantees to Savannan, 
which club (Savannah) was unable to witi- 
stand the loss; and claiming also that it 
did not get its guarantees for its subsequent 
games at Mobrie, threw up the sponge on 
the 16th, thus killing the league. 

“The league has been playing all along 
uncer bad management. It was thought 
by the Atlanta directors that a meeting 
could be held or the isth and a reorganiza- 
tion on better principles effected, and that 
this would insure good baseball in the 
six cities remaining. These cities met in 
Birmingham on the I8th. Atlanta was 
represented by Mr. F. M. Zimmerman and 
Mr. Bb. P. Wood, of the board of directors. 
For two days these g«ntlemen struggled 
to pu: the rotton hulk in the swim, Strange 
as it may appear, neither New Orleans nor 
Mobile has paid one cent into the sinking 
fund of the league, although the season is 
a month old, and these are the home clubs 


of President Powers. who hus been en- 
with the management of affairs. 


give some sort of guarantee that they 
would continue to play. Of all the clubs 
present, Charleston was the only one ex- 
cept Athanta ready to give a guarantee that 
it would continue to. play. After forty- 
eight hours’ hard work, the Atlanta direc- 
tors sadly turned their faces homeward, 
and this afternoon the Atlanta players were’ 
paid in full for their services. and baseball 
in the south was again dead for the season. 

“The Atlanta club officials are not at all 
charitable in either their feelings or their 
expressions about the New Orleans club 
and President Powers. To his mismanage- 
ment, they say, more than to anything 
else, is due the decease of what promised 
to be a prosperous league, and some of 
them declare that Atlanta will never enter 
another league with New Orleans or Mobile, 
and that Birmingham, hereafter, must 
establiah that she is running with her own 
instead of New Orleans capital before she 
can enter a league with Atianta. 

‘Late this afternoon the Atlanta players 
held a meeting among themselves and 
unanimously passed resolutions thanking 
the Atlanta management for kind and just 
treatment, and commending their course in 
all matters.

Another feaiure was in- 
troduced by an attempt of one or two 
bears to do business in the June 
delivery at so great a discount under 
May price ag to create a weak feeling in 
the later deliveries. The price bid for <{une 
Was §1.11% to begin with, but there was 
none for sale, and then brokers for the 
controlling interest took the matter up. and 
without mincing matters bid $1.34 for June 
and from that to $1.40 without discovering 
a seiler. That at once disposed of the lit- 
tle June by-play. May was for sale to a 
limited extent at from $1.42 to begin with 
down to $1.40 and back again to $1.13. The 
dullness of the trade was the chief lecal 
encouragement to the bears, and they did 
not neglect it.

come. These prospects and actual receipts 
of wheat, amounting to 5,876,716 bushels for

“In iron, notwithstanding the greatest 
output ever known, the demand has caused 
some advance in Bessemer pig, with only 
a slight decline in the price of grey forge 
at Pittsbure, but full quotations are ob- 
tained at ‘Chicane and Philadelphia. In 
bars and sheets the markets are auli, but 
at latest and strongly sustained by de- 
mands for car building, tin plate manufac- 
ture and other uses. In plates and struc- 
tural forms all the works are fully em- 
ployed, and generally crowded for months 
ahead. The export demand for armor 
plate, in spite of higher ocean freights, is 
not yet arrested. 

‘Tin is sustained at 14.4 cents by large 
consumption, and lake copper at 12 cents 
in spite of American production amounting 
to 22.909 tons for the month-—10 per cent 
larger than last year, with a slight de- 
crease in the production of foreign mines. 

‘The textile works are doing rather bet- 
ter, even the cotton mills, in spite of their 
overproduction for some lines of large im- 
portance, have recently started again, and 
print cloths are a sixteenth higher. 

“Numerous woolen mills have been push- 
ed to new activity by government orders, 
and prices for a few grades of goods are 
better, with a stronger tone in the market 
generally. While sales of wool are small— 
6.338.900 pounds for the three weeks past, 
against 27,963,700 hast year—the manufac- 
turers have ample stocks. }

We see the beneficial effects of 
the bicycle everywhere, but never more 
than in the casriage of woman at the pres- 
ent time, erect, strong and graceful. All 
ao. against cycling for woman has 
overcome. 

“Net only is it found to be a delightful 
reereation, but the best medical experts 
have added their testimony in its favor. fre- 
quently urging upon their patients the ne- 
cessity of judicious riding. We must con- 
fesa that the only argument against cy- 
cling for woman is her lack of discretion. 
It ig 80 easy in the delight of the exhilarat- 
ing sport to overdo the matter. Bicycle 
fiding should be indulged in 
tion, Perhaps some hints to the beginner 
would not be amiss, from one who has been 
through the ordeal and who is very glad 
to give the amateur the benefit of her ex- 
perience and observation. 

“The first requisite is a broad, comforta- 
ble saddle, a skirt not too full, reaching to 
the ankles, bloomers and walking boots. 


Eschew the hot and uncomfortable bicycle 


boots or leggings, and tight clothing. Al- 
ways look ahead of your front wheel in- 
stead of gluing your eyes to that very wab- 
bly and uncertain quantity, guiding by the 
slightest touch of the handle bars, your as- 
sistant in the meantime. steadying your  bi- 
cycle by keeping his hand firmly undér the 
saddie. Always turn your whéel in the di- 
rection toward which you are inclineq to 
fall, when you will immediately regain your 
equilibrium. ' 

“The bicycle should be low, and the sad- 
die at the very lowest notch while you are 
learning, so that you may, by putting your 
foot on the ground, save yourself a fall: 


then, as you gain confidence, the saddle ! 


May be raised. With these: precautions it 
Will require more time {n which to master 
the inanimate but unruly steed than when 
yourush wildly into the encounter, but it is 
& consolation to come off victor without the 
humiliation of broken limbs and bruises. 

“Last, but by no means least, is learning 
to mount. Stand directly in front of your 
saddie with your left pedal down, place 
your right foot on the right pedal bearing 
d°wn upon it, at the same time giying your 
handle bars a little push, and spring into 
the saddle, catching your left pedal with 
yOur left foot as it comes up. This is 
usually the most difficult thing to learn and 
Many attempts are sometimes necessary 
before succeeding. Do not allow yourself 
to become fatigued, but take frequent rests 
and make the attempt often.

Mr. B. H. Heyward, who is mining phos- 
phate in Florida, was in Atlanta yesterday 
and related an interesting incident of the 
war from the shipping standpoint. 

The phosphate miners of Florida ship 
great quantities of the raw rock by rall 
to Tatipa, where it is loaded on Bailing 
vessels which carry it afound Florida and 
up the Atlantic coast to the manufacturers 
at northern points. When it became ap- 
parent’ that war was inevitable, the phos- 
phate miners presumed that the English 
vessels would be cheaper to charter than 
Américan boats, because of the liability of 
the latter to seizure by Span'sh cruisers. 
It was assumed that freight rates on the 
American vessels would go up, and that 
fhe rates on English vessels would remain 
abdut stationery, but to the surprise of 
svefyone, the reverse proved to be the 
case. The owners of English vessels raised 
their rates so high that it became impos- 
sible for the phosphate miners to ship in 
the British boats, and to their very great 
surprise the captains and owners of Amer- 
can vessels, after the first few days of 
alarm, became perfectly willing to assume 
the war risk themselves, and their rates 
were advanced but very little, possibly %5 


cents per ton, 


The result of this has been that the 
American boats have been carrying all the 
phosphate from Tampa from the time the 
war broke out. The miners and shippers 
are asssuming the war risk themseives 


and are not insuring, because marine in- 


surance rates are too high. 

Mr. Heyward said that he felt that if the 
ship captains wére willing to take risks 
on their vessels, he was willing to carry 
the risk on their cargoes. 
sels have arrived safely at their destina- 
ton with the exception of two, which are 
on their way up the Atlantic coast. I 
dcn't see what the Spanish could do with 
a cargo of phosphat- except to sink the 
vessel.

Finance Committee Will Begin Work 


on Sheet in Next Few Days. “4 


NO EXTRA MONEY FOR THE DEPARTMENTS 


They May Have To Be Content with 
Running Expenses—The Present 
Financial Outlook.

finances to the various municipal de- 

partments will be made at the next 
meeting of council June 6th. This will be 
one of the most important meé¢tings of the 
entire year, as the departmental chiefs will 
then know how much money they will re- 
ceive to carry on their work until October 

The finance committee of council will be- 
«in work on the shect in the next few days, 
and will have it ready by the time council 
meets. Great care has to be observed in 
this apportionment, as the city is not over- 
burdened with monéy, and it takes good 
financial judgment to divide the: finances so 
as to keep al] departments up to' their usual 
standard of efficiency. 

There was a good deal of kicking among 
the departments over the apportionment 
sheet passed last January becuuse it did 
not provide for certain improvements con- 
templated. The finance committee found it 
impossible to satisfy all demands for money 
because there was not sufficient money in 
the treasury. Aside from the reduced tax 
rate, there had been a large slump in real 
estate assessments, resulting from the ef- 
forts.of the tax assessors to equalize real 
estate taxation in various parts of the city. 
With these conditions confronting it, the 
finance committee did the best they could 
for the municipal departments, promising 
to do better if possible at the June appor- 
tionment, g 

The June apportionment is now at hand, 
and from present indications there will be 
no material increase in departmental appro- 
priations, if any at all. While the munici- 
pal financial outlook is by no means dis- 
couraging, yet City Comptroller Goldsmith 
has no superabundance of cash on hand, 
and the departments may have to be con- 
tent again with barely running expenses. 


+ HE regular apportionment of city 


+ The first quartefly payment of city taxes 


was $50,000 less this year than this same 
quarter last year. This is taken to be no 
special indication of harder times, but 
there is evidently a greater desire among 
the tax payers to disregard advantages as 
to discount, and put off their payments as 
long as possible. This will, of course, 
knock quite a hole fn the apportionment 
sheet, but the city hall-courthouse fund is 
yet to draw on, and it,will aid considerably 
in making up deficienéies. 

“The outlook is nov dist®traging,” said 
City Comptroller Gold$mith yesterday, ‘‘but 
I am afraid some of the depattment offi- 
clals will have to be. disappointed again. 
The last appertionment sheet made out on 
an estimate of receipts’ was very conserv- 
ative, and while there may be a little more 
monéy this time, yet’ the margin will be 
close. The reduced first payment of taxes 
has hurt us some, but not materially. There 
will be sufficient money to run the depart- 
ments, but that will bé about all.”

Three Alleged Conspirators Are Dis- 
missed by Judge W. E. Foute. 


THREE ARE. SENT BACK TO JAIL 


Will and Cord Houseworth and Allie | 


Smith Waive Preliminary Hearing 
and Go Back To Stand Trial. 


On a writ of habeas corpus taken out by 
Frank Walker, attorney for the defense, 
the six negroes charged with the murder 
of Mr. and Mrs. W H. Briley were brought 
before Judge Foute yesterday for a vpre- 
liminary hearing. : 

From the evidence introduced the charees 
against Minnie Smith, Irene Curtwright 
and Julfus Houseworth were dismissed, and 
Will and Cord Houseworth and Oilie Smith, 
who waived hearing, were sent back to 
jail. They will be tried in the superior 
+ sh before Judge Candler next Thurs- 
ay. 

The chain of evidence against the two 
Houseworths and Smith is considered by 
the prosecution to be very strong and 
the fact’ that Cord Houseworth was once 
before charged with murder, although the 
crime could not be proved against him, may 
be made a noint in the trial. 

On the night of March 23th Briley and 
his wife, who ran a smail store at No. 
756 West Humphries street, were murdered 
and the house set on fire by the murderers. 

The first known of the tragedy was 
when the fire department arrived and an 
entrance made by the firemen. A _ third 
body, that of Robert Wilkinson, a negro, 
was found beside those of Briley and his 
wife with the head crushed in and it was 
supposed that he was one of those im- 
pleated: in the crime. ‘ 

Detectives set to work upon the case 
with the result that six negroes were 
arrested. and charged with the murder.

A Negro Man Causes Consternation 
with a Pistol. 


Joe Morrow, a negro man, who keeps a 
restaurant on Ivy street, near Decatur 
street, was placed on trial for shooting at 
James Watts, a stocky-built negro with 
smallpox pits on his face. The two were 
playing Thursday night and in fun Morrow 
took a pistol from a drawer and pointed 
it at Watts. 

After taking careful aim he pulled the 
trigger and much to his consternation, as 
well as Watts, the cartridge exploded, the 
ball narrowly missing Watts. It went 
through the front door and into a window 
of the Cannon house, directly across the 
street. 

Several hundred negroes quickly gathered 
and officers ran in the direction of the 
shot, thinking that some one was Killed. 
Yesterday in court Morrow said he did not 
know the pistol was loaded and Watts also 
testified that the pistol was not loaded 
the afternoon before and was kept empty 
for the purpose of playing with it. 

Morrow paid a fine of $30.75, and it is 
probable that in the future he will be more 
careful with his weapons. 


DELEGATES MAY NOT BE SEATED 


Judiciary Convention May Refuse Ad- 
mission to Some Delegations. 
Complications are threatened in the 
state convention which is to nominate the 
chief justices and two associate justices. 
The state executive committee, at its 
meeting in Atlanta on March lith, fixed 
June 6th for the primary for governor and 
other statehouse officers, and June 23d for 
the supreme court primary. Two prima- 
ries and two estate conventions were es- 
peciaHy ordered for the purpose of keep- 
ing the gubernatorial contest as much as 
possible out of politics. It was thought 
that by separating the primaries and con- 

yentions, this result would be attained. 

A few counties, however, have called 
their supreme court primaries for June 
6th, and if they do not actually put the 
names of the candidates for the bench on 
the governor's ticket, they will hold the 
primary election at the same time and 
place. Now the question arises, will such 
a primary be proper and will the dele- 
gations elected at such primaries be enti- 
tled to seats in the July convention which 
ig to nominate the supreme court judges? 

A similar question arose recently in re- 
gard to holding the gubernatorial primary 
on some day other than the one fixed by 
the state executive committee. Some of 
the leading members of the party then 
gave it as their opinion that delegates elec- 
ted to the state convention on any other 
day than June 6th, would not be entitled 
to seats. Some think that this same rule 
would properly apply where the counties 
act on June 6th and elect delegates to the 
supreme court convention. It looks now as 
though the question will have to go before 
the convention to be decided, unless the 
counties call another judicial primary and 
hold it on June 23d as directed by the state 
executive committee. 

The candidates for supreme court cannot 
raise an objection to the action of counties 
which have already orderea@ the primary 
for June 6th, for fear that it would preju- 
dice their interests in such counties, but 
it is a matter which gives the friends of 
the candidates no little concern.

Blackman Arrested. 

“Yessir, jedge,” said a negre woman in 
court yesterday, “I had dis case made, but 
den dis ain’t de right man.

Witnesses, however, testified that they 
had seen Gus Blackman, who was on trial 
for the offense, strike the woman and the 
officers testified that he was found at the 
place she gave as the address of the Gus 
Blackman who did strike her.

Said To Have Been Intoxicated and 
His Visit Terminated in a Fight 
on Collins Street.

She said that an altetcation 
ensued, which terminated by one of the 
women seizing a chair, while Hill brandish- 
ed a pitcher. 

She said the woman with the chair re- 
treated to the hall, and was followed by 
Hill, who threw the pitcher and then start- 
ed to run down the stairs. As he dii so, it 
is claimed, his foot caught in the carpet 
and he fell the entire length of the stairs. 
Officer Shepard, assisted by Governor Billy 
Crim, of lower Decatur street, and Patrol- 
man Grant, who keeps Decatur street from 
Ivy to Courtland streets in order, made a 
raid on the house and brought all the 
women to the police barracks, while the 
ambulance carried Hill to the hospital. 

This is the sile of the affair told by the 
women, and Judge Calhoun was not satis- 
fied with disposing of the case before hear- 
ing what Hill has to say of the matter.
